REMARKS 



After entry of this Response, claims 1 - 9 are pending in this application. Claim 6 
has been amended. Reconsideration of the application is requested. 

In the Office Action dated July 1, 2005, claim 6 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 
112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim 
the subject matter that the applicant regards as the invention. The Examiner states the meaning of 
the phrases "second pumping fluid" and "second discontinuing pumping" are not clearly 
understood. As set forth in an Interview Summary included with this Amendment, the Examiner 
provided suggestions to overcome the rejection and these suggestion are adopted in this 
Amendment.
